GOVERNORS AGREE 
TO DO THEIR SHARE 


Representatives of Three 
Major Farm Organiza- 
tions Pledge Co-operation 


in Carrying Out Relief 
Measures.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15. — Rep- 

resentatives of three major farm 
organizations today pledged their 
co-operation toward carrying out 
the drouth relief program deter- 
mined upon yesterday by Presi- 
dent Hoover and the Governors’ 
conference. 
. The President conferred for near- 
ly two hours with Louis J. Taber. 
master of the National Grange, C. 
C. Talbott, representing the Farm- 
ers’ National Grain Corporation, 
and Sam H. Thompson, president 
of the American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration, 

He was assured by all of them 
that they considered the relief 
structure outlined to be the most 
workable that could be arrived at. 

Governors and representatives of 
the 13 states most seriously affect- 
ed by the prolonged dry weather 
are on the way home to carry out 
the program agreed on yesterday at 
President Hoover’s conference. 

In each State where conditions 
warrant, a drouth relief committee 
will be set up, headed by a leading 


tive and farmers. 

This committee is to create in 
each affected county a group of 
The county 
units will receive applications for 
relief, supplying locally all possible, 
passing the others on to the State 
groups. 

Red Cross Has $5,000,000. 

Relief needs reaching beyond 
State resources in turn will be 
passed on to a Federal committee 
set up by the President, compris- 
ing representatives of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the Farm 
and Farm Loan Boards, Red Cross, 
American Railway Association and 
Public Health Service. 

This group will work with the 
State committees also tn providing 
credit for purchasing feed and 
seed, moving livestock to pasturage 
and other large scale tasks. Guard- 
ing human suffering, the Red Cross 
will set up its own committees in 
each county, with the chairmen of 
each represented on the county re- 
lief committees. 

The Red Cross already has allo- 
cated $5,000,000 for this work, 
pending determination of the actual 
need, 

As a further measure, states 
which have surplus feed, such as 
Iowa, Nebraska and Kansas, are to 
set up groups to co-operate with 
the Relief Committees of states 
with sarplus livestock, bringing the 
two together. 1 

To Advance Road Work. 

Meanwhile, the Department of 
Agriculture was assigned to study 
possible employment aids by ad- 
vancing this fall next year’s state 
road allotments in the drouth areas. 

Yesterday Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Hyde placed before the Gov- 
ernors a bundle of sheets analyzing 
by counties the reports of his de- 
partment’s agents from 10 states. 
They showed a total of more than 
287,000 families unable to supply 
feed to their livestock. > 

The agents’ reports on condi- 
tions, cut down to single sentences, 
were listed next to columns of fig- 
ures on estimated crop damage, 
amount of winter feed necded, how 
long the feed on hand would last 
and the number of families in need. 
Damage estimates of 60, 70, 80 and 
90 per cent ran all) through, with 
the 100 mark of the total destruc- 
tion occurring frequently.

CANADA DECIDES TO 
RESTRICT IMMIGRATION 
TO EASE UNEMPLOYMENT

OTTAWA, Ont., Aug. 15. 
3 A. GORDON, Minister of 

„ Immigration and Coloni- 

zation, today announced 
a Government policy of discon- 
tinuing immigration from the 
continent of Europe, with the 
exception of “experienced farm- 
ers of suitable type,“ and the 
wives and children of persons 
already established in Canada. 

“This policy,” said Gordon, 
is rendered necessary by rea- 
son of the unemployment in 
Canada. We regard the present 
situation as temporary, but we 
propose to apply an effective 
remedy until employment con- 
ditions have improved and to 
control any immigration move- 
ment in the future so that im- 
migration will not again be a 
contributing factor to unem- 
ployment conditions.“ 

No change has been made 
with respect to immigration 
from Great Britain or the Unit- 
ed States, but the department 
will not solicit or encourage 
any movement at the present 
time. 


$20,000 BEQUEATHED 
HELEN WILLS MOODY 
FOR TENNIS VICTORY 


Will of James D. Phelan, For- 
mer U. S. Senator, Filed 
for Probate.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 15.— 
Mrs. Helen Wills Moody, tennis 
star, received a bequest of $20,- 


000 “in appreciation of her win- 


ning the tennis championship for 
California,” in the will of James 
D. Phelan, former United States 
Senator from California. The will 
was filed for probate here today. 

One of the larger bequests was 
$1,000,000 to establish the James: 
D. Phelan foundation for the nurs- 
ing of the needy and sick of San 
Francisco in their homes. 

The San Francisco Art Associa- 
tion received Villa Montalvo, the 
Phelan home near Saratoga, south 
of here, and $250,000 for its main- 
tenance as a public park. 

The author, Gertrude Atherton, 
received $20,000. Her book, 
Black Oxen,” created nation wide 
discussion several years ago. 

In addition to the $20,000 Mrs. 
Moody received an oil portrait of 
herself for which she sat about 
two years ago. The portrait was 
painted by the Polish artist, Sigal. 

Phelan also left Santa Clara 
University, near San Jose, and St. 
Ignatius University, San Francisco, 
Catholic institutions, $50,000 each 
for literature and art scholarships. 
The University of California re- 
ceived a like amount for scholar- 
ships and $25,000 for research.

Joseph Blase Caught in St. Mich- 
ael’s Church, Says He and Fam- 
ily Are Destitute. 

Joseph Blase, 29 years old, a

PLANE WITH FLEXIBLE WINGS 
IS FLOWN AT LOS ANGELES 


Automatic Operation by Means of 
Air Drums; Quick Stopping 
of Ship Possible. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Aug. 15.— 
An airplane with flexible wings 
hinged to the fuselage and operat- 
ed by air drums was demonstrated 
here yesterday by the inventor, 
Waldo Waterman. 

The wings, Waterman said. 
flexed automatically in response to 
air currents, made quick stopping 
after landing possible and could be 
tilted in flight to increase the 
plane’s speed. 

The wheels are attached directly 
to the lower wing and a skid drops 
from the front of the fuselage. 
Waterman flew his ship at a speed 
of 140 miles an hour. He said his 
device would be demonstrated at 
the national air races in Chicago. 

Waterman, who has been flying 
since 1909, was once associated 
with the late Glenn H. Curtiss,

AUXILIARY PLANT 


Designed to Expedite Deliv- 
ery to West End and 
South Side—With Ma- 
chinery Will Cost $500,- 
000. 


THREE STORIES HIGH, 
OF FACTORY TYPE 


To House Color Depart- 
ments and Eight Units of 
Daily Paper Presses — at 
Duncan and Boyle. 


An auxiliary publishing plant for 
the Post-Dispatch, designed to ex- 
pedite delivery of papers to outly- 
ing sections, and tofurnish econo- 
mies in storage and operation, is 
under construction on the south 
side of Duncan avenue, west of 
Boyle avenue. Two hundred men 
are working on the building, which 
is more than half finished, and 
probably will be placed in use 
about Oct. 15. The investment in 
structure and machinery will total 
about $500,000, 

The three-story steel- concrete 
building is of factory type, but the 
unusual height of the floors differ- 
entiates it from other industrial 
structures of the neighborhood. It 
has a frontage of 123 feet on Dun- 


+ can avenue by 150 feet depth, a 


25-foot alley on the east, for 
shipment of the finished prod- 
uct of daily and Sunday newspa- 
pers, and a 17-foot space for rail- 
road tracks on the west, for deliv- 
ery of print paper. 

What Plant Will House. 

The new plant will house the 
rotogravure and color printing 
plants, now in the Post-Dispatch 
building at Twelfth boulevard and 
Olive street. It also will have 
eight units of the latest type of 
Duplex superduty presses, now be- 
ing built by the Duplex Printing 
Press Co., for printing of the daily 
paper. All editorial work and type 
setting will continue to be done at 
the downtown plant. 

Motor cycles will convey the 
cardboard matrices of every edi- 
tion of the daily Post-Dispatch 
from the downtown building to the 
Duncan avenue plant, three and 
one-half miles away. The papers 
to be distributed to the districts 
west, northwest and south of 
Boyle avenue will be printed there, 
while the downtown plant will con- 
tinue to print papers for distribu- 
tion as far west as the new plant. 
The rotogravüre, magazine and 
comic sections of the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch all will be printed at the 
Duncan avenue plant. 

Near Center of City. 

The Duncan-Boyle location is 
near the geographical center - of St. 
Louis, and is also approximately 
at the center of population. The 
new plart, which will add about 
35 per cent to the facilities for 
printing the daily and Sunday Post- 
Dispatch, is in line with recent de- 
velopments in New York, Chicago 
and Philadelphia, where leading 
newspapers have built auxiliary 
plants to expedite delivery to all 
sections. 

Floor space of the new plant 
will be 18,450 square feet to a 
floor, or more than 55,000 square 
feet for the whole structure. The 
basement will contain heating and 
steam plants, oil and ink storage 
tanks. The first floor, on the 
level of freight car floors, will con- 
tain the foundations for the roto- 
gravure presses and the substruc- 
tures for the color and daily 
presses, also the storage space for 
one month’s supply of paper. 

$200,00Q in New Machinery. 

The second floor will house the 
presses for the daily paper, and 
the color comic and rotogravure 
sections, also the mailing depart- 
ment. The rotogravure plant, ex- 
cept for the presses, will be on the 
third floor, where the photo- 
graphic, cylinder etching and re- 
touching work will de done. The 
rotogravure plant will be trans- 
ferred from the Post-Dispatch 
main building, where it now oc- 
cupies parts of the fifth and sixth 
floors. Its removal will make room 
for expansion of various mechan- 
ical departments in the Post-Dis- 
patch Building. 

Acquisition of the ground, in

Endurance Flyers Up More 
Than 600 Hours—Radio 


Drop Note. 


DISTANCE OF PORT 


Award of $100 an Hour 
Terminates Tomorrow — 
Manager Finds Financial 
Results Pathetic. 


With the former record two 
days behind them, Forest O’Brine 
and Dale Jackson entered the twen- 
ty-sixth day of continuous flight 
today as the engine of their mono- 
plane continued to drone onward 


toward a goal of 1000 hours. The 
flyers completed 600 hours in the 
air at 7:11 a. m., when they re- 
ported all well aboard The Greater 
St. Louis. 

The flyers were unable to make 
connections with refueling head- 
quarters by radio this morning, and 
dropped a note, which read: 

“Bring up 65 gallons of gas, the 
oil and eats. Have been trying to 
get you on the radio, but can't 
raise you. I will broadcast again 
as soon as I drop this note, so try 
to pick me up. Red.” 

By adjusting the receiver, the 
ground crew were able to pick up 
Jackson’s final remark in the sub- 
sequent broadcast, which was: 
„Well you must be asleep, so I 
will try it some other time.” There 
is no receiver in the plane, and the 
ground crew signal to the flyers 
with a flag when the voice from 
the ship is reived clearly. 

Engine Running Smoothly. 

Pilot Brewster and “Shorty” 
Chaffee, the refuelers, reported 
that the engine of the endurance 
ship appeared to their expert ob- 
servation to be running smoothly 
as the 135th contact was made this 
morning. 

“The engine is turning over as 
usual, and the ship is much cleaner 
in appearance than the St. Louis 
Robin,” Chaffee said. 

The Greater St. Louis remains 
within gliding distance of Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field all the time, 
now that the record is broken, as 
rules governing such contests re- 
quire that-the landing be made at 
the same airport from which the 
ship took off. Theoretically the 
gliding ratio of a plane is seven 
feet for one foot of altitude. By 
staying at an altitude of 2500 feet 
The Greater St. Louis should be 
able to glide for more than three 
miles with the engine dead. 

The award of $100 an hour for 
70 hours, which the flyers have 
been earning since 9:52 a. m. 
Wednesday, when they broke the 
record, will terminate tomorrow 
morning. The $7000 award was 
made by the Kendall Refining Co.. 
from which the flyers purchased 
oll for the flight. 

Financial results of the flight so 
far have been “pathetic,” Bill 
Pickens, veteran promoter and 
manager for the flyers, said today.

Notifies London It Expects 
to Sight Galway Bay 
by 9 P. M. Today 
St. Louis Time.

LONDON, Aug. 15.—The Brit- 
ish dirigible R-100 notified the Air 
Ministry tonight that it expected 
to make landfall at Galway Bay 
about 3 a. m. G. M. T. (9 o'clock 
St. Louis time). 

Galway Bay is on the west cen- 
tral coast of ireland. If the R-100 
flies in a bee-line for Cardington 


it will take her probably six hours 
to reach the home port, which 
would make the landing around 
3 a. m. tomorrow St. Louis time. 


Heavy Rains but Promise of Better 
Conditions Ahead,

ABOARD THE AIRSHIP R-100, 
Aug. 15.—Heavy rains and gener- 
ally unfavorable weather condi- 


tions were encountered by the R- 
100 today on our homeward flight 
from America. 

Better conditions were reported 
ahead, this afternoon, and the pas- 
sengers were hoping that the Brit- 
ish dirigible would reach the Irish 
coast tonight and Cardington in the 
early hours of tomorrow. A jazz 
band, coming in on the radio, 
drowned out the lashing of the rain 
against the windows and the pas- 
sengers were entirely undisturbed 
by the bad weather outside. 

There was still hope that the big 
ship would set a new record for 
dirigibles, in spite of all the un- 
favorable conditions. 

The R-100 escaped what ap- 
peared to be a terrific storm last 
night. Sunset was accompanied by 
dark clouds which shortly after- 
ward filled the sky. The tempera- 
ture fell and there was every indi- 
cation of a furious atmospheric dis- 
turbance.

CHICAGO, Aug. 15.—What is 
expected to be the most explicit 
expose of how gangland funds are 
paid to public officials of the coun- 
ty and city developed today when 
two safety deposit boxes, rented by 
Jack Zuta, murdered gang leader, 
were discovered by Pat Roche, 
chief investigator for the State's 
Attorney, 

It was declared that Zuta was 
most methodical in keeping his 
records of graft payments and that 
the books found in the two boxes 
show payment of $1,000,000 or 
more in graft since 1921, when 
Zuta first started business here as 
an obscure dive keeper. 

Roche communicated with 
State’s Attorney Swanson this 
morning concerning the discovery 
of the safety deposit boxes, and 
Swanson, after an hour’s conference 
with the investigator, issued a for- 
mal statement in which he said: 

“Much of interest is contained in 
these boxes pertaining to the con- 
nections of Zuta with many per- 


sons but the information must be . 


checked and publicity at this time 
would hinder the use of such in- 
formation for investigational pur- 
poses. 

It was predicted, however, that 
the information of “much interest“ 
contained in Zuta’s books would 
cause a political scandal,

FOLSOM PRISON, Cal., Aug. 15. 


Justices of the California Su- 
preme Court reviewing his plea 


for a pardon sat behind prison 
walls last night and heard Warren 
K. Bitings deny participation in 
the San Francisco Preparedness 
day bombing for which he is serv- 
ing life imprisonment. 

The five-hour prison hearing, 
unusual in American jurispru- 
dence, climaxed the inquiry into 
Billings’ conviction, who with 
Thomas J. Mooney, serving a simi- 
lar sentence, is seeking vindication 
and freedom. 

Billings reiterated he knew noth- 
ing of the bombing which killed 
10 and injured 40. He admitted he 
was employed at the time by strik- 
ing automobile machinists to com- 


mit acts of sabotage, and was busy 
Spraying paint ‘remover on auto- 
mobiles to create work for painters, 


Admits Carrying Dynamite. 
The prisoner said he had been 
employed by State Senator Edgar 
Hurley, whom he identified as lead- 
er of an electrical workers’ strike, 
to take dynamite in a suitcase from 
Oakland to Sacramento in 1913. He 
said he was arrested and served a 
prison term for illegal transporta- 
tion of explosives. He admitted 
other offenses. 
The State Senator in San Fran- 
cisco denied Billings’ assertion, 
saying it probably was for the pur- 
pose of hindering his campaign for 
re-election. | 
Asked why he had waited so Iong 
before applying for a pardon, Bill- 
ings said he was waiting for the 
outcome of Mooney's case. 
Billings said he believed in the 
principles of the United States 
Government. 


To Resume Hearing Monday. 


Because the Justices were sit- 
ting only in an advisory capacity 
and not as a court, some question 
arose’ as to their authority to re- 
move Billings from prison to ques- 
tion him. To obviate possible com- 
Plications they moved the hearing 
to the prison. . 

Chief Justice William H. Waste 
announced the hearing would be 
resumed in San Francisco Monday 
and that an effort would be made 
to bring the case to a close at once. 
The jurists’ recommendations will 
guide Gov. Young in deciding 
whether Mooney and Billings shall 
receive pardons. They have re- 
fused paroles. 

Hurley's name was brought into 
the hearing after that of John Wil- 
son, secretary of the Electrical 
Workers’ Union in San Francisco 
prior to the 1916 parade bombing. 

Wilson, Billings said, hired him 
to follow high-power transmission 
lines operated by the Pacific Gas & 
Electri¢ Co. He said he was to ob- 
serve and report on the number of 
guards employed to protect the 
lines during a strike and he made 
reports on lines extending from 
Visitation Valley to Redwood City 
and in the district back of Berke- 
ley. 

Billings said he understood strike 
sympathizers were to “tear down” 
the lines. 

The witness testified he was ar- 
rested in New York City when he 
was 17 years old because “some 
fellows playing poker with me left 
a kit of burglar tools in my room.“ 
He also was arrested in Brooklyn, 
then in Salt Lake City on suspicion 
of being a deserter from the army 
and later in Sacramento. 

He said he met Mooney while 
employed tn a shoe factory in San 
Francisco and later was arrested 
on an assault charge while working 
at the factory.

INDIAN RAID ON FT. DEARBORN 
COMMEMORATED BY CHICAGO 


81 Were Sdain in Attack on Place, 
Now South of Loop, 118 Years 


Ago.

CHICAGO, Aug. 15. — Eighteen 
years before there was a Chicago 
—118 years ago today—the future 
metropolis of the West was the 
scene of its first violence. Where 
Michigan boulevard link bridge 
now stands, Fort Dearborn, on the 
south bank of the river, was at- 
tacked by Indians.

cent and that the average cost of 


food is 65.3 per cent more than in 
1913. The bureau compiles statis- 
tics annually as of May 15, the re- 
portioning published only recently. 

The drop in food cost, as a cold 
figure, is not so impressive when it 
is recalled that wage scales of 1913 
and the present also vary. A recent 
statement from. the Associated 
Bakers of America declared: “There 
is but one way that the price of 
bread can be lowered to the level 
at which it was when wheat was at 


the same price previously. That 18 


by restoring the wage scale of that 
period. That would mean the 
wrecking of every wage scale 
in the nation arid lowering of liv- 


ing conditions generally. It is a 


far jump from the price of wheat 
to the price of bread.” 

_ Retail meat dealers, when asked 
why their prices do not reflect the 
present low condition of the live- 
stock market, rephrased the state- 
ment of the bakers slightly: It is 
a far jump from meat on the hoof 
to meat in the refrigerator.” 

Employment and Prices. 

To an inquiry as to why high 
retail meat prices were maintained 
when wholesale prices also were 
lower, they referred to the unem- 
ployment situation. The working 
man, they explained, as a class, is 
by far the greatest meat consum- 
er, the demands on his physical 
strength requiring the protein of 
meat. Out of work, he is unable 
to buy meat and a large net profit 
per sale must be made ty the re- 
tailer because of declihe in num- 
ber of cales, 

The inconsistency of the low 
livestock market and the high re- 
tail price of meat was. attributed 
by others to the drouth. The 
stockman faced the ever-raging 
battle against supply and demand, 
and against even greater odds 
than usual. Fattening steers grew 
thin as the sun parched grazing 
lands. Water holes and wells went 
dry. The one solution was to sell 
for what they could get. Supply 
was great. 

In the cities, unprecedented tem- 
peratures were récorded. People 
do not eat much meat in hot 
weather. Demand was small. The 
price of livestock went down, and 
the retailer, to pay rent and over- 
head, had to increase the net profit 
on dwindling sales. 


Texas Rancher’s Experience. 


One livestock commission mer- 


¢hant ‘related the experience of a 


Texas ranchér. Some months ago 


he bought 3500 head of Hereford 
cattle at East St. Louis and shipped 
them to Texas. Two weeks ago he 
owed a pasture bill of $35 a head. 
He offered an acquaintance the 
cattle if he would pay the feed 
bill.. The offer was accepted and 
when “the cattle were sold the 
shipper also lost money. 


Results of the drouth, including | 


damage to the corn crop, also sent 
the hog market down. 

Fallure of truck gardens in the 
vicinity of St. Louis has caused an 
increase in the price of vegetables 
over their usual retail cost at this 
season, some vegetables being 
shipped in. : 

The Labor Bureau report on oth- 
er cities showed that Chicggo had 
the highest retail food cost, prices 
being 62.8. per cent more than in 
1913., Salt Lake City was lowest, 
the increase there being only 31.3.

bankruptcy laws, the Department 
of Justice yesterday announced 
statistics showing that on June 30 
there were pending in the courts 
61,410 cases, of which 45,168 were 
voluntary and 16,242 involuntary. 

On June 30, 1929, there were 
59,113 cases pending, of which 
42,688 were voluntary and 16,425 
involuntary. During the year, 
62,845 cases were filed, of which 
57.299 were voluntary and 6546 
involuntary. : 

Of the cases concluding during 
last year 4472 involved farmers, 
29,067 wage earners, 13,580 mer- 
chants, 1386 manufacturers, i378 
professional men and 10.665 un- 
classsifed. ' 

The total MHabilities involved 
were $948,257.731, a slight increase 
over those of the preceding fiscal 
year. The total amount realized 
from the cases was $118,572,409 
and the net amount collected after 
deducting expenses was $106,245,- 
487. 

The survey is being conducted by 
the department in co-operation 
with the Department of Comnieree. 
Its purpose is to recommend to 
Congress changes in the present 
bankruptcy code.

It’s a red hot, knockdown and

One of the mild surprises of this 
year’s contest is thé fact that 
Jimmy Foxx of the Athletics who, 
incidentally, was Babe Ruth's se- 
lection last year, has been almost 


totally ignored this year by con- 
testants who have already sent in 
their selections. | 

Foxx is batting around .343, and 
with 32 home runs trails Gehrig by 
only one circuit smash. In addi- 
tion, he is on a team that is pen- 
nant bound, barring a train wreck. 
Yet he is being passed up by the 
rank and file of the entrants in 
the contest.

It was explained that this has 
direct relation to the League of 
Nations and the Kellogg pact. It 
does not preclude, however, the 
right to self-defense as, for in- 
stance, in the present raids of the 
Afridis on Peshawar in India in 
which case there exists no interna- 
tional means for settlement of the 
trouble. 

Suggestions, Not Decisions. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury 
explained that the conferencé’s 
Suggestions are not formal deci- 
sions. They are advice and counsel 
given to the Anglican church 
throughout the world. They only 
become definite decisions when 
they have been indorsed by the au- 
thorities of the various churches. 


Bishop Scarlett to Discuss Conelu- 
sions of Conference. 

Bishop William Scarlett, coadju- 
tor of the Diocese of Missouri, was 
in St. Louis today following his 
return from the sessions of the 
Lambeth Conference in London. He 
will spend three or four weeks at 
a camp in Arizona, near the rim of 
the Grand Canyon, before resum- 
ing his work here. 

Bishop Scarlett, as one of the 
younger members of the episco- 
pate, served on the conference's 
committee considering the topic of 
“Youth.” This was one of the six 
topical groups into which the con- 
ference's deliberations were divid- 
ed. 


The attendance of 300 Bishops 
was the largest in the history of 
the conference. The conference is 
an advisory body, with no power 
to legislate either for the Church 
of England or for the Episcopal 
Church in the United States, but its 
conclusions have great weight with 
both churches. 

ambeth Palace, where the Bish- 
ops met, is the London residence 
of the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
The palace library, the accustomed 
meeting place, was too small for 
the gathering, but room was made 
by removing the bookcases. 

The topics handled by commit- 
tees were: (1) The idea of God, in 
the light of present scientific 
knowledge; (2) Christian unity, 
with especial reference to union of 
churches in South India; (2) So- 
cial questions, war, race relations, 
marriage and sex themes; (3) 
Christian unity, with especial ref- 
erence to union of churches in 
South . India; (4). the Anglican 
Communion; (5) the ministry; (6) 
Youth. Bishop Scarlett expects to 
discuss some of the conclusions of 
the conference, made public in its 
encyclical, in sermons and ad- 
dresses. 

“The conference.“ he said, did 
not go so far as some of us would 
have liked, but I had a feeling of 
walls crumbling and barriers break- 
ing down. Some of the older Bish- 
ops, who felt very doubtful about 
the proposals on Christian unity, 
nevertheless gave their indorse- 
ment for the sake of harmony.” 


Robinson Carries Every County. 
By the Associated Press. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Aug. 15.— 
Returns from Tuesday's Democrat- 
ic primary showed that United 
States Senator Joe T. Robinson 
carried every county in Arkansas 
ever his opponent, Tom W. Camp- 
bell.

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GANDHI GIVES TERMS 
IN LETTER TO VICEROY 


Mediators End Conferences 
With Him — Hope to Visit 
Lord Irwin. 


By the Associated Press, 

POONA, India, Aug. 15.—Mahat- 
ma Gandhi and his fellow Nation- 
alist prisoners in Yeroda jail have 
written to Viceroy Lord Irwin a let- 
ter explaining their position re- 
garding the civil resistance cam- 
paign. 

The letter was directed especlally 
to Sir Tej Bahadur Sapru and NM. 
Jayakar, the moderates, who insti- 
tuted settlement overtures among 
the Gandhi volunteers and who 
have been meeting with the Mahat- 
ma for a few days in his prison 
quarters. _ 

The letter, it was said, was writ- 
ten following termination yester- 
day of one of these conferences aft- 
er which the two moderates left 
the prison in an obviodsly dejected 
frame of mind. 

No hint of the contents of the 
letter was given by the conference 
participants. Yesterday it was 
stated Gandhi had refused to con- 
sider a settlement in his campaign 
until certain assurances were forth- 
coming from the Government as to 
India’s future. 

The moderates expressed a hope 
they would have an interview with 
the Viceroy after he had read the 
Gandhi letter. They were closeted 
with the Mahatma and his impris- 
oned colleagues for two hours to- 
day. At the close of the session 
the mediators made this statement: 

We have had, during our pres- 
ent visit to Poona, three interviews 
with the congress leaders in the 
Yerode jail. They have addressed 
a letter to us expiaining their po- 
sition. With their permission we 
are submitting that letter to the 
Viceroy for his consideration. We 
hope to have an interview with the 
Viceroy later.“

MUENCH EXPLAINS 
THE AGREEMENT 


Declares Points Raised Are 
Covered in Ordinance — 
City Span Free to All 
Lines. 


Two amendments to the contract 
between the city and the Ternmgnal 
Railroad Association for the ex- 
change of Free Bridge and Eads 
Bridge facilities, were suggested to 
Comptroller Nolte this afternoon 
at a hearing on the contracts at- 
tended by representatives of the 
Merchants’ Exchange and the Al- 
ton & Southern and Manufactur- 
ers’ railroads. 

The contract, which gives the 
railroads use of the Free Bridge” 
railroad deck for a specified fee 
while the city gets free use of the 
Ead traffic deck for pleasure ve- 
hicle traffic, has been signed by 
Mayor Miller. -Nolte withheld his 
signature today, however, pending 
scrutiny of this afternoon’s pro- 
posals by the Terminal, which has 
already approved the contract as 
it now stands. 

The amendments are as follows: 

A provision that all rdilroads 
regardless of affiliation or non- 
affiliation with the Terminal, 
shal lenjoy equal privileges in 
the enjoyment of Free Bridge fa- 
cilities. 

A provision that the Municipal 
Bridge Commission shall have 
supervision and control over the 
Terminal in its handling of in- 
terlocking devices, such as man- 
agement of switching equipment, 
arrangement of schedules, etc. 

Embodied in Ordinance. 

City Counselor Muench pointed 
out at the meeting that these spe- 
cific provisions are embodied. in 
the ordinance authorizing the 
bridge trade, and in pursuance of 
which the contract was drawn. 
The representatives of the Altön & 
Southern, and the Manufacturers’ 
roads, however, were of the opin- 
ion the provisions should also be 
made specifically in the contract. 

This morning Muench made pub- 
lic a letter on the contracts which 
he had sent to F. B. Chamberlin. 
chairman of the Municipal Bridge 
Commission of the Merchants’ 
Exchange, which had insisted on a 
clear statement on the right of all 
railroads under the ordinance. 

Muench's Letter. 

Muench's letter to Chamberlain 
follows: 

“Your letter of Aug. 8, addressed 
jointly to Mayor Miller and Comp- 
troller Nolte, has been turned over 
to me with the request that I re- 
ply to it. 

“In failing to give out the terms 
of the contracts concerning the 
Eads and Municipal Bridges, when 
announcement was made last week 
that they had been signed by the 
Mayor, there was no ‘intention to 
keep the public in ignorance of 
these terms. The signature was 


desired by the Terminal to indi- 


cate that the agreements were sat- 
isfactory to the city, and the inten- 
tion was that, as soon as the board 
of directors of the Terminal Rail- 
road approved them, the contracts 
would be published.

Equal Rights for All. 

“Ordinance 37406, as you know, 
provides for the use of the bridge 
and its approaches by all railroads 
upon the same terms. As a matter 
of fact, it could not be otherwise. 
Nor could the city enter into a con- 
tract which would deprive any rail- 
road of the right conferred by the 
act of Congress under which the 
bridge was built, to use the bridge 
on equal terms with every other 
railroad. Specific reference to this 
will be found in section 22 of ordi-

“In my opinion, the rights of 
the city, as well as the rights of 
any railroads which now have or 
which may hereafter secure au- 
thority to use the bridge, are fully 
protected by the terms of the con- 
tract.

Decline Has Been Steady 
Since December — Net 
Loss in Gold of $20,641,- 
000 Last Month.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.— 
American foreign trade during 
July ebbed to the lowest point the 
country has experienced in nearly 
a decade. 

Commerce Department figures 
today placed the total of exports 
for July at $269,000,000, with im- 
ports of $219,000,000. The de- 
cline in each account was more 
than 30 per cent from the $402,- 
861,000 of exports gnd $352,980,- 
000 of imports registered in July 
last year. 

Both exports and imports for the 
month represented the smallest of 
a series of declining monthly totais 
which began last December. At 
the same time the month's trade 
left a $50,000,000 balance favor- 
able to the United States. 

In July the outflow of gold from 
the United States amounted to $42,- 
529,000, gold imports totaled $21,- 
888,000, leaving a net loss of 320, 
641,000 for the month. In July last 
year there was a net gain in gold 
of $34,718,000, exports of $807,000 
being offset by imports of $35,525,- 
000. 

For the feven months of the 
year ending with, July the country 
has had a net increase in gold 
stock of $201,806,000. 

The large gold exports were said 
by Grosvenor M. Jones, finance spe- 
clalist of the Commerce Depart- 
ment, to be due to the increased 
foreign lending by America during 
the first half of this year. The 
United States has been extending 
short and long term credit abroad 
at an increased rate over that of 
1929, he said, adding the gold 
movements resulting was to be re- 
garded as probably a favorable fac-

The reason is that after franchises expire, th 
commission’s orders, if any were made, could not 
be enforced over the city’s objection; the city could 
go so far, if necessary, as to put the company off 
the streets. The commission has no power of its 
own to enforce its rulings, and when these are re- 
jected by the city the company’s only appeal is to 
the courts. The company’s only ground of appeal 
would be that the city’s noncompliance with the 
commisesion’s order, or that some regulation as to 
fares or rates laid down by the city itself, amounts 
to confiscation of the company's property in vio 
lation .of the Federal Constitution. But an appeal 
of this kind to the Federal courts made by the 
Detroit street railway company several years ago 
was denied by the United States Supreme Court on 
the ground that the company's franchise had ex- 
pired and it had no constitutional rights upon which 
The court held that since the company 
no longer enjoyed a franchise it was operating in 
the streets of Detroit by sufferance of that city and 
must meet all of the city’s terms if it chose to con- 
tinue to operate; the city could remove the com- 


One of the points in the company’s appeal was

A BANKRUPT HOSPITAL. 

An excellent example of the inadequacy of govern- 
ment in St. Louis County is found in the new County 
Hospital situation, which would be ridiculous if it 
did not approach the tragic. In 1927 the people 
voted a $1,000,000 bond issue for the hospital, with 
the understanding that this sum was sufficient to 
establish a complete, modern institution, so that 
the county no longer would have to farm its indigent 
patients out for fees at hospitals in the city. 
Now, three years later; the place is only nearing 
completion, and it lacks units for tubercular and con- 
tagious disease patients, because the county found 
it could not make the money go far enough. Worst 
‘of all, Presiding Judge Wehmeyer of the County 
Court, the governing body, admits there is no pro- 
vision for anything like an adequate fund to oper- 
ate the hospital when it will be ready for occupancy 
next year. Estimated cost of operation is $164,250 
annually, but present revenue would yield only about 
$60,000. The only solution, in Wehmeyer's opinion. 
is to ask the Legislature next year to authorize a 
special tax levy for hospital maintenance. 
The difficulties of passing such a bill in thé Legis- 
lature are well known, and it would be late in 1931 
before this income could be collected. This need, if 
indeed this is the only way out, should have been 


foreseen last year, when the lawmakers were in ses- 
sion. It is rather hard to say whether the old- 
fashioned system of county government or the men 
who administer it are at fault in this muddle, or 
both. It does appear that the fundamental remedy 
would be to reorganize the government. That is 
what is contemplated in the pending proposal for 
consolidation of the county and city as Greater St. 
Louis. This metropolitan plan would solve the ‘how 
pital difficulty.

Difficulties between U. S. and Canada seem to be increased by victory of Conserva- 
tives in election; relationship of two nations has fallen from talk of reciprocity to 
mutual throat-cutting over tariff; each now trying to outdo other in erecting high 
wally if carried to excess, folly of this commercial policy may become clear to both. 


HE Canadians have voted and surprised 
T everybody. Although signs and portents 

of a Conservative victory were seen 
plainly months before the election, it was 
a bold prophet who ventured to predict 
anything beyond a close fight. The returns 
indicate, however, not only that Mr. Ben- 
nett will have an easy majority of all seats 
in the coming Parliament, but also that 
political alignments of long standing have 
been abandoned. For instance, ever since 
the conscription excitement of the war 
years, the Province of Quebec has voted 
Liberal; now more than one-third of its 
representatives are Conservative—a change 
quite as radical and more surprising than 
the recent Southern bow to Herbert Hoover. 
The event presents an interesting oppor- 
tunity for diagnosis and forecast. To spec- 
tators in the United States it even seems a 
momentous addendum to political and eco- 
nomic difficulties.

The practicability of this hope may be 
challenged. One is justified in doubting 
that the Dominion can become a country 
in which the economic emphasis is laid 
upon manufactured products rather than 
raw materials. Climate, which interferes 
with distribution of the population, appears 
to preclude the establishment of a com- 
plex productive network capable of rival- 
ing the industrial districts of Europe and 
more particularly of the United States. 
However all this may be, the issue is one 
which Canadians themselves must decide. 


It is for us to examine anew the reason- 
ing which led to erecting steeper .barriers 
than ever between Canadian trade and our 
own enterprise. People are declaring al- 
ready that there will be no great change 
—that the balance will remain pretty near- 
ly what it has been, and that Canada will 
recoup on the vastly expanded tourist busi- 
ness created by thirst. This opinion must 
be earnestly doubted, and business figures 
for the next years will be watched with 
unusual care. It is not a mere detail that 
the Canadian border is now a customs wall 
higher than anything built up in post-war 
Europe and scoffed at by economists uni- 
versally. 


How steadily our relationships with Can- 
ada have changed for the worse is a mat- 
ter worth thinking about. Years ago we 
were at least talking about reciprocity: to- 
day we proceed to cut throats mutually 
without even a relatively sizable qualm. 
The culture of Canada, notable for sound 
academic training and genuire breadth of 
thought, fails to sink into our conscious-. 
ness. When a distinguished Canadian 
scholar joins the faculty of an enterprising 
university here, the Government promptly 
goes to work tripping him up with a query 
as to his martial instincts. 

Beyond all this, the drinking done in 
Canada by citizens arriving in dusty auto- 
mobiles has helped matters very little. in- 
deed. Tourist parties seldom get beyond 
a noisy invasion of taverns: and they are 
usually so much more interested in the 
quantity of their beverage than in its qual. 
ity that even conversation with the inn- 
keeper is impossible.

Suggestions for the Cook Who 


Has Trouble With the 
Dessert Course. 


Now that so many of the June 
brides are settling down to house- 
keeping, problems of one sort or 


another are cropping up on all 


sides. . 
Take for instance the question of 
desserts. 


A young wife was almost in 
tears the other day because her 
John was of the opinion that a 
meal just wasn’t one at all unless 
a good dessert was tacked on the 
end of it, and her trouble was that 
all her cook books made desserts 
that were for six or more serv- 
ings, She made chocolate pud- 
ding and it lasted for several days, 
or a tapioca cream that was all right 
for one dinner, but John didn’t 
like it so much the second or 
third day! And she couldn't af- 


ford to make desserts and throw 


them away. What could she do? 

The following recipes have been 
worked out for two generous serv- 
ings and an occasional additional 


The prepared gelatine mixtures 
offer many possibilities in the line 
of convenience and variety. One- 
half a package is enough to make 
a good fruit gelatine, a delicious 
whip, a jellled salad, or a cream 
dessert. 

For instance, half a package of 
strawberry flavored gelatine prod- 
uct dissolved in one cup of boiling 
water makes the basis for a fruit 
salad that serves for a salad and a 
dessert in one. Cool the gelatine 
until the mixture begins to thicken 
and then stir in one ripe pear, 
peeled, cored and cut in dice, a 
tablespoonful or two of canned 
berries or half an orange, or a 
sliced peach, and one-half cup of 
the little white seedless grapes. 

Pour into three small molds and 
set aside to chill and hardeh. Turn 
out on lettuce and serve with a 
spoonful of mayonnaise thinned 
with a little thick cream. Or the 
mixture may be served just with 
wripped or plain rream as a fruit 
dessert. Or when the gelatine is 
cooled, and before adding the fruit, 
whip it will an egg beater until 
thick and foamy. Fold in one-half 
cup any kind of fruit and pour 
into a mold to chill. 

Slice and serve with a thin cus- 
tard sauce. The recipe for this 
will be given later. These gelatine 
desserts are easily made and di- 
gested and sufficiently nputritive to 
hold large place in the family 
meal plan. 

The custard sauce just referred 
to is delicious with gelatine mix- 
tures, or’ with any fresh fruit, 
especially berries or sliced peaches, 
with chocolate blanc mange or cot- 
tage pudding. To make enough 
for two people mix two tablespoons 
sugar witb one-half teaspoon corn- 
starch. Add an egg and beat un- 
til smooth. 

Scald three-quarters cup milk 
and gradually stir it in to the egg 
mixture. Pour back in the sauce- 
pan and stir constantly over a 
slow fire until thickened and 
smooth—or for about three min- 
utes. 

If cooked too fast the sauce will 
be lumpy. Should this happen, re- 
move from the fire and beat with 
an egg beater until amooth. Cool 
and add one-half teaspoon flavor- 
ing and cool thoroughly before 
serving. 

Peel and halve pears. Two or 
more tablespoons butter, one cup 
sugar, water enough to nearly cov- 
er. If pears are hard put on cover 
and cook slowly until tender. Take 
cover off and let slightly brown 
in syrup. Must be watched con- 
stantly while frying, as sugar and 
butter burn easily.

women, mothers and widows of 
American -soldiers buried on the 
battlefields of France, will begin a 
pilgrimage to the graves tomorrow 
when they will entrain for New 
York. Wednesday they will be 
aboard the cabin steamer George 
Washington. At Cherbourg they 
will be met by American Army of- 
ficers who will be their guides and 
escorts throughout the trip, which 
will last about a month. Their ex- 
penses, down to tke last tip, will 
be paid by the Government. 

Four more St. Louis women will 
begin the pilgrimage with anather 
group Aug. 25, and will sail from 
New York on the steamer America 
Aug. 27. Ten others have the priv- 
ilege of going within the next three 
years. Twenty-five declined the 
invitation. . 

Although the itinerary for the 
pilgrimages includes all of the six 
cemeteries in France in which are 
buried more than 30,000 of the 
78,000 Americans who were killed 
in the World War, most of the St. 
Louis delegation will linger longest 
at the Meuse-Argonne cemetery at 
Romagne-sous-Montfaucon, where 
lie the sons or husbands of more 
than half of the St. Louis women. 

The American cemeteries in 
France, with one, exception, are 
on ground re-taken from the Ger- 
mans by American treops and 
were located so as to give, so far 
as was possible, each soldier a 
grave on the battlefield on which 
he died. In consequence fhe size 
of each cemetery in a measure re- 
flects the importance of the battle 
which it commemorates, and in the 
Meuse-Argonne are buried 23,000 
who fell in that final<thrust in 
which an American Army, acting 
for the first time as a unit, broke

To reach the Meuse-Argonne 
cemetery the women will go by bus 
from Paris, passing by the mem- 
orable fortress of Verdun, about 
45 kilometers southeast of the Ar- 
gonne forests. Approaching it 
they will pass close to the villages 
of Charpentry, Cheppy, Exermont 
and Baulny, scenes of hard fight- 
ing during the war, now unobtru- 
sive patches on the quiet country- 
side. 5 ‘ 

The cemetery, surrounded by a 
stone wall, lies at the feot of a hill 
below Montfaucon, crowned by the 
tower of the village church. From 
this point the Germans looked down 
across the valley and observed the 
movements of American troops as 
they were marshalled for the at- 
tack. 

The ground is level and green; 
sodded. White marble crosses, four 
feet high are closely regimented, 26 
in a row, with eight rows forming 
a section. Gravel walks bound the 
séctions. On each cross is lettered 
the name of the buried soldier, his 
rank, organization and the date of 
his death. In the center of the 
cemetery is a tall flag pole from 
which the American colors are 
flown. In the plots about it are 
buried the officers. The same 
white crosses mark their graves. 

In the Aisne-Marne cemetery at 
Belleau are buried the sons of three 
St. Louis women who will make the 
pilgrimage and the husband of an- 
other. It is in the form of a seg- 
ment of a circle, lying at the base 
of a hill and occupying part of a 
field beyond. Above it is Belleau 
Wood, where the Marines in June, 
1918, stemmed ‘a determined ad- 
vance of the German army at a 
critical moment in the war. 

The sons of two of the St. Louis 
women are buried in the Oise-Aisne 
cemetery at Seringes-et-Nesles, a 
quiet spot enclosed by the Forest of 
Nesles. Another has a son in the 
St. Mihiel cemetery at Thiaucourt, 
near Montsec, which had been oc- 
eupied by the Germans for four 
years before it was wrested from 
them in the first assignment of 
American troops.
